AH ('videace of the lerrihle 
deed being deslroyed, the Inilbnis im- 
lered Iheir canoes iiiid started for 
home wilh the terrible secret in tlieir 
hearl.^,, lu^ver to be revealed. 
Tha CaafQs:;lon. 
Karly In November, '(II). the natives 
became tpilte Interested In our ineel- 
ings, and tlie flrst one to come to the 
penitent form was .Tim Hanson. He 




trembled with emotion, and tears foil 
fast a.s he prayed. 1 coulil not under- 
stand llLs language, hut <fod did, ami 
forgave him. As lie rose from his 
l!iie"s, his face betokened luwnrd 
lii'ace. Slowly the light of (Jod's 
truth broke over bis soul, lie sa^v 
wdiat lie must do, he llionght of the 
consequences. For tliree nioutlis he 
carefully weighed the imitti^r. At 
last, in spite of the warnings and en- 
treaties of hi.s friends, ho decided to 
(ell all and leave the eoiisetiiieiici'S 
with God.

was soon made, corroborative and coii- 
iiriualive evidence was .soon gathereil. 
and after tliree montlis' weary wait- 
ing in a crowded jail, our brother was 
lu'ought before the court The jury 
brought in .a verdict of nmrder hi Ibi' 
ib'st degree. The prosecution used 
htm as a witness at the trial ot tiie 
others. Every elfort was made to 
break uii bis confession, but ho nlwa.vs 
told the same story and stood the test 
of severe itioss-examliintlou as only a 
man telling the truth can do. \\'hen 
asiicd by a lawyer In the presence of 
a crowded courtroom, "IJo yon undor- 
st;jiid that no oiio but Ihe President of 
ilu; United States can .save .vou 
now T' be answered, pointing nji- 
wards, "Rod will savo my spirit." 
"Yes, 1 know, but what about your 
iiody ?" said the law.ver, to whteh he 
replied, with arms extended. "1 dour 
eiiic what you do with my body. God 
will save my siilrlt." lOvery possible 
effort was made to imt the entire 
guilt upon -Jim Hanson, but witliout 
success. On the day of seutenciug the 
prlsoner.s. five others were? sentenced 
to long terms and -lim Hnn.son was 
senleuced to die. 

When iLslted by Ilic .Tudge if he had 
aiiytliing to say why sentenee should 
uot be passed upon him, be said, 
"God told me not to keep anytliing in 
tileme. I gave all my sins up and 
told all. Now, brother, worli as God 
directs you." Tiien the Judge said, 
"The court has great s.viupathy for 
:tou. It Is througli .von thjit this crime 
lias bceu exposed, and others broii.ufhr 
lo Justice and ptinisbment. Yon have 
been truthful, you have admitted your 
own fault and wrong, yon have not 

wrong in the slighlest degree. Your 
eonduc In this helialf entitles you to 
ihe highest consideration. 1 tnist 
I hat, wdiile this court is compelled to 
Iiass upon you the sentence of death.

(niAI'TUU XVIl. 
THE GRACCHI. 

Wli(?n {jracchus, the humane eoii- 
(lucror of many Spanish cities, dieil, 
lie left Cornelia, his wife, and three 
ehlldreii— two boys, Tiberius and 
Ciilus, and Soinpronla, a girl. Cor- 
uilia refused lo marry again, ami 
wore no jewels afler lier hushand's 
deaili. When once asked, "Where 
are your Jewids ?" she replied, point- 
ing to ber three (rhildren, "Tliese are 
my jewc'.s." 

The eldest boy, Tiberius, wa.a seut, 
in i:!7 H. 0.. to join tile Homan army 
la Spain. I'assing tbrongh Etruria be 
was painfully impressed with tlie des- 
olation of llils ouee so fertile and 
lliicki.v populated country. Only flocks 
of sheeii and goats were feeding, 
wliei-e farms and viiieyai'ds used lo 
exist. The Itomans bonglit tJielr com 
from Sicily and Africa. 

'i'be iioor Itonians bad no land to 
titi and no trade lo suiiport themselves 
witii, .since tlw' rich liept slaves to do 
a!! the reipiired work in tlieir houses. 
Si) file old law, which permitter a Ito- 
man onl.v a certain acreage of iaml. 
h!!d fa!!"!! Into disuse, and out of four 
hundred thousand eili?,ens. only two 
Ihousanii possessed pro])crtv. 

While in Spain, Tlberins turned 
these tilings over in his mind. On his 
rtiurn he stood ui) for tile omce of 
Ir'.bune. and was elected. He at oace 
liroposed to revive the LIcluInn laws, 
which allowed not more than (tve iiiiu- 
tl]-ed acres to anybody. He proposed 
ti re-divlde llie land, and give file snr- 
plus lo tliose wlio had none now-. 

Ills proposal, or coarse, cilused 
•great upix)ar." The imor clamored 
f.ir their righls, and the rich olijecb'd 
lo the change.

Tills laiier measure was 
vigoiousi.v opposed by the i'atrieians. 
lie founded a colony of i'lebelans 
on the ruins of Carthage, and after

X Should Know. 

What Is n Conu ? 

A corps consists of the soldiers who 
have sipuetl Articles of War, unil 
whose iiaincB are on the Soldiers' KoU, 
iiiid who meet topcllier In oue partic- 
lar bnlldlni;. 

Each corps Is under the command 
of a (.'aptain, who has generally one 
Lienlt'iiaut, tiOiiietimcs more. 

Each corps hag also, when fully 
constituted, the following Local Ofll- 
cers : Treasurer, Secretary, ScrpcBnt- 
.Major of the Corps. Convert's Serge- 
ant-MaJor, Bandmaster, Band Serge- 
ant, Sergeants of Wards or Brigades, 
t'oriiorals, Color-Sergeant, Bandsmen, 
topetlier with .Tonlor Soldiers' Serge. 
ant-MnJor, Corporals, and other slia- 
llar officers. 

The Duties of a Looal 01Ilc«r, 

The duties of cneli Local Olllcer are 
explained in the order-books specially 
tireparcd for them, and each oin-, lie. 
fore appointment, signs a bond in 
which lie engages to be a model of 
pi oil conduct, iinifortn wenrlnp, and 
devotion to the war. None of these 
are at Ilbcrt.v to use tobacco, or to 
attend services not connected with 
tliclr own corps without the perinls- 
sion of their Captain. They are ap. 
jiointed for twelve months. 

Local Ollleers are to carr.v out the 
duties of llieir Imsition necordiup to 
the difectious of the commanding oHl- 
cers. who Iiave no power to remove 
them from odie*». and against wliosc 
tiianapeuieni they can appeal, if liiey 
think proper, to the l>lstrlet or Pro- 
vincial Otlici;r. 

The aeeouut-liooliB Of the corps nro 
kept by the Treasurer and Secretary. 
The HoU-Boot. In which the names of 
soldiers are entered, and the Cart- 
ridge-Book, In which the names of 
soldiers and recruits are entered, are 
kept by thc^tKiretary, 

Weekly returns stating all (lartlcul- 
ai-s ."IS to tjie work done, tin- eonveria 
gatlicret!. and the money recelvitl aud 
spent by each corps, .ire made by the 
Captain anil couiit'Tsigneil by (he 
Treasurer and Secretary. A weekly 
reinrn has also to bo made by the 
Treasurer and Sergt.-Mujor, and a 
monthly reiiiru by the Scerelnry. 

Duties ReganUne PesIttDts. 

When a peiiltetit professi's to liave 
foiiiul peace. It Is the duty of those 
who are speaking to him to ask whe- 
ther he intends to be a soldier : la 
nn.v case his name and address arc to 
1.C given to tbe Sergeant within whose 
ward he lives, who should visit liliu 
.".nd mmrt within a week whether he 
means to be a soldier. 

If he s.nys this 1h his Inletition, hl.i 
i;aine is iiiiuiiHllalcly to be cnten'd ou 
the Carlridpe-Book. If. after luring 
on that book Cor a mouth, he lias 
signed .\rllcles and showu himself 
likely to walk worthy of (hem. lii Ik 
also entered in tlie Soldiers' Hull, b^'- 
bip at till' s.iine tluii- piiblli-ly sworn 
in as a .«i>Idler of the coriis. 

The SoIdlHs' BoU. 

Xn name, once entered on the Koll
